DIVIDED ON THE EDUCATIONAL LAW. 


Some Democratic Legislators Will Fight 
Against Any Compulsory Act. 
Sprinariz d, III., Jan. 5.—There are indi- 
cations of friction among the members of the 
Democratic majority of the General Assembly 
on a question of party policy. One element, 
of which Senators Leeper, Brands, Wall and 
Representatives Morris, Merritt, and others 
are members, is said to be opposed to the 
passage of the compulsory educational bill of 
any kind. They are op to the principles 
of compulsory education. They assert the 
Democratic platform demanded the repeal of 
the compulsory educational act now on the 
statute books, and if the Democracy of the 
State had wanted compulsory education they 
would have incorporated a demand for it in 
their platform of last year. 
Prominent among those in favor of a com-

After having lived with his mother and step- 
father for ten years Edward Loew shot the lat- 
ter last evening because he claims his mother 
was never divorced from his father. Ten 
years ago Mrs. Loew claims she left her hus. 
band, Philip Losw, and shortly after secured 
a divorce and immediately married Theodore 
Salinski, takmg with her her two sons, of 
whom Edward is the oldest. They have hived 
in more or less peace and harmony since that 
time. and the subject of his mother’s second 
marriage never appeared to bother young Loew 
until about a month ago when he and his step- 
father hada quarrel over the matter.

BONDED DEBT Of NEW YORK. 
Mayor Gilroy’s First Message Shows an In- 
crease of Over a Million. 

New Yorx, Jan. 5.—[Special. Mayor Gil- 
roy sent his first message to the Board of 
Aldermen today. It shows that the total 
bonded debt of the city Dec..31 was $155,161,- 
973, as against 150,298,850 a year before. 
The net bonded debt, however, after 
subtracting cash and investments, 
was but $98,995,651, against $97,550,036 
one year before, an increase of $1,116,399. 
From Jan. 1. 1892, to Jan. 1, 1893, bonds were 
issued for docks, pavements, Criminal and 
Harlem court houses, schools, armories, art 
museum, Ward’s Island, Brooklyn Bridge, 
Battery, and the new parks above the Harlem 
River, new aqueduct, street improve- 
ments, the viaducts, and Fort Washington 
Ridge road, tu the total amount of $9,689,919. 

The interest on the city debt for the last 
year amounts to $6,764,300. If the city debt 
could be refunded by an issue of new bonds 
bearing 244 per cent interest this feature of 
the tax levy would be reduced $2,885,251. The 
outstanding bonds were issued some ten or 


fifteen years ago, when the credit of the city 


was so low that it was forced to pay 5, 6, and 
7 per cent. 

The Mayor urges the building of a new city 
hall, and he suggests that the city acquire 
title ta the whole river front, as the revenue 
from wharfage will be more than the outlay 
necessary to secure title to the land, and the 
formation of additional small parks in the 
most crowded portions of the city. 


SIX NEW CASES OF TYPHUS, 


The Total Cases Are Now 96 for this Year 
— Dead of the Day. 

New Yorx, Jan. 5.—Reports from the 
Board of Health turned in late tonight show 
there were six new cases of typhus, including 
that of John W. Henry, the colored lad who 
was classed the day before as a suspect. This 
makes a total of ninety-six cases 
of typhus fever since Dec. $1, 
It is corsidered encouraging that.the disease 
showed itself in only three new places today. 
The Health Board met and appointed thirty 
more physicians as inspectors. The Medical 
Board of Bellevue Hospital had a meeting to 
consider the typhus invasion, but made no 
announcement. Superintendent of Police 
Byrnes has issued an order to all police sta- 
tions instructing. Ceptains and Sergeants 
to thoroughly scrutinize all persons applying 
for lodgings in the station-house, and to 
promptly notify the Board of Healthif any 
seemed to.be suffering from any contagious 
disease. Toddy’s deaths were’ John Hell- 
man, 32; Hubbard L. Russell, 52: Joseph N. 
Entwisle, 57, all from No, 34 Bayard street. 

At midnight six additional cases of typhus 
were repo , and one of these was found in 
a house which had hitherto been free from 
the disease. e new victim was Julia 
Freedman, a 10-year-old girl, living at No. 60 
Division street. The other cases were: James 
J. Chambers, 37; Louis Peterson, 25: Edward 
Gunhuldt, 65, all of No. 34 Bayard street, 
and George Herbert, a patient from tne Char- 
ity Hospital, and Simon D. Gompert from 
Mount Sinai Hospital.

GOVERNOR FIFER’S MESSAGE. 

The farewell inessage of Gov. Fifer to the 
Legislature is plain, practieal, and business- 
like. More than this, it 1s a splendid vindica- 
tion of the Republican party’s administra- 
tion of the affairs of this State. If Gov. Alt- 
“geld at the end of his term can make an 
equally favorable showing he will be a fortu- 
nate man. 

Gov. Fifer congratulates the State, though in 
an unostentatious manner, leaving the figures 
to tell the story, upon its prosperity and splendid 
financial condition. In 1853 the debt of this 
State was $17,398,985. In Gov. Oglesby’s first 
term $8,000,000 of the principal and interest of 
this indebtedness was paid off. In Gov. Cul- 
lom’s administration the debt was ex- 
tinguished and it has remained soto the pres- 
ent time. Oct. 1, 1892, there were over three 
and a half millions belonging to the general 
revenue fund, andif property were assessed 
at a fair cash value the tax rate for State pur- 
poses would not ‘exceed five cents on the hun- 
dred dollars. Under thirty-six years of Re- 
publican administration seventeen millions 
of debt have been wiped out, fourteen State 
institutions have been built, three millon dol- 
lars was paid to Chicago in the fire year, a 
four-million dollar- State House has been 
erected, extraordinary war expenses have been 
met, and not a dollar has been lost by dis- 
honesty. Can any State in the Union show a 
grander record? Will the Democratic party, 
which now has come into power, reach that 
high standard of public efficency and hon- 
esty? 

Gov. Fifer once more reiterates the story of 
the contract labor system in our penal in- 
stitutions, its introduction and its operation. 
The Commissioners for sufficient reasons,” 
shown in the message, have made no change 
in the labor system, but now something must 
be done with the labor of the 2,386 prisoners, 
and the Democratic Legislature must arrange 
for that something. It cannot shirk its duty. 
As it made this matter an issue in the cam- 
paign of course it will not shirk it, but will 
address itself to its duty at once. That por- 
tion of the Governor’s message dealing with 
the question of compulsory education is com- 
mented upon elsewhere. Other matters of 
general interest touched upon in the message 
include the necessity of legislation restricting 
the amount of daily labor performed by wom- 
en and children in factories and shops and 
regulating and inspectmmg the places where 

they are employed; of an iacrease of the con- 
tingent epidemic fund; of the regulation of 
medical colleges so as to restrict the number 
of quacks, nostrum venders, and irregular 
practitioners; f the support and encour- 
agement of thé National Guard; of the im- 
provement of highways, to secure which the 
Governor recommends the appointment 
of a commission to investigate methods 
and reportto the next General Assembly. 
The Governor also conipliments the Illinois 
World's Fair Commissioners upon their in- 
dustry and proficiency in preparing the way 
for a ereditable exhibit, and also m the 
satisfactory announcement that there will be 
no defftiency in the appropriatidn. As to the 
various State iastitutions the message and ac- 
companying reports give the lie to the charges 
made by Democrats during the recent cam- 
paign, and by none more persistently than 
Gov. Altgeld himseif. They never were in 
better condition: the State of Illinois never 
was in as good condition. Itis now in Dem- 
ocratic hands. The people have the right to 
demand it shall not fall an inch from its high 
estate. Meanwhile Gov. Fifer will retire 
with their congratulations for his excellent, 
honest, and efficient administration of their 
affairs. 


‘TERRIBLY DESTRUCTIVE GAS. 

The elimax of a Jong series of gas fatalities 
in this city was capped by Wednesday’s ex- 
plosions in the Donohue & Henneberry Build- 
ing, which badly injured more than thirty 
persons and probably will result in the death 
of one or more of the victims. Nor is Chita- 
go the only city the people of which have suf- 
fered from explosions and other troubles with 
gas, though none other is yet reported to have 
been the scene of such a terrible calamity as 
the one which visited us this week. A gas 
‘main in Huntingdon, Pa., burst Saturday 
night. The street was so filled with gas that 
passers-by were nearly suffocated, and the 
noxious material entered many of the houses 
through the sewers, imperiling the lives of the 
oceupants. Early Wednesday morning fully 
five hundred lives were placed in danger of 
asphyxiation by a sudden stoppage of the 


natural gas supply in Detroit, the members of 
half a dozen families made quite sick, and one 
person so badly poisoned that it is thought 
death must scon ensue. In the afternvon of 
the same day an explosion of illuminating gas 
wrecked a four-story buildmg in Troy, N. I., 
and one person was seriously burned, besides 
minor injuries to several others. 

This is an appalling array of casualties 
within the limit of four days. Ihe record is 


that some may be tempted to ask if there be 
not something unusual the matter with the gas, 
natural and artificial, The answer must bein the 
negative. There is no special atmospheric in- 
fluence at work to cause a change in condi- 
tions, and the weather has not more favored 
condensation in the mains and pipes than 
what ordinarily occurs the first week in the 
year. The trouble must de set down to the 
account of human carelessness, though we 
may not be able to assign the specific cause in 
each instance. Men grow lazy and indifferent. 
The workers on the gas pipes in the Dearborn 
street building may not have known of the 
presence of a large quantity of benzine near 
them, but some one else should have taken 
care to have that additional element of danger 
removed, if mdeed benzine were the cause, 
which now appears doubtful. Not improb- 
ably the disruption of the Huntingdon gas 
main was due to unsqual settling of the earth 
under it, that being in tura a direct result of 
the came carelessnesgin filling up the excava- 
tion which has redueed many of the streets in 
this city to a series of guilies and mud holes. 
The Detroit incident was of much the same 
character as those which have caused more 
than one death in Hyde Park. The stoppage 
of the supply extinguished the light at numer- 
ous jets. These were left open, and w the 
gas cams on again it poured through those 
openings to fill and poison the air in the 
buiidings. | 

We may infer these to have been the reasons 
for the accidents noted. Carelessness on the 
part of some one must have been the cause in 
each case. Unfortunately the persons morally 


responsible for the fact are not always the

‘mourn ” as it is the care- 
lessness of people who “do not stop to 
think of the terrible amount of misery and 
even loss of life that may be caused by their 
seemingly little lapses of attention to the 
duty they owe to the community in which 
they live as well as to themselves. . 


GOV. FIFER STANDS BY COMPULSORY ED- 
UCATION., 

That portion of Gov. Fifer’s message which 
deals with the Edwards law is an accurate 
summary of the history of a measure which 
was voted for by Democrats as well as by Re- 
publicans, and which yet contributed so much 
to the victory of the former last November. 


The Governor states the notorious fact that 


the law was passed as a non-partisan measure 
by a nearly unanimous vote, no one dreaming 
that it contained a provision which would 
clash with the rights of any one; that after it 
had gone into force it was discovered it con- 
tained objectionable features; and that be- 
coming aware of it, he urged the Legislature 
in his last message to amend it, declaring 
that there was no wish on the part of the 
friends of the law to meddle with private or 
parochial schools. - 

That the Legislature did not act, and thus 
reliéve this General Assembly of the task of 
legislating on this question, is attributed by 
the Governor to the fact that after the bill to 
amend the law had been referred to a commit- 
tee of conferetice, and it disagreed, the House 
conferrees failed to report the result of the 
conference. Had they done so, as was their, 
duty, “then in all probability the two Houses 
would have appointed another conference 
committee, which it is only reasonable to sup- 
pose would have agreed on suitable amend- 
ments.“ The House conferrees aid not report 
because they were ordered not todoso. The 
Democrats did not want to take the achool 
question out of politics, for they were confi- 
dent that it would be worth a great many 
votes to them. 28 

The views of the Governor as to the neces- 
sity for compulsory education have not 
changed. He believes that popular edycation 
is necessary for the success of popular gov- 
ernment based on universal suffrage, and that 
if parenta will not send their children to some 
school they should be made to do so. As on 
prev.ous occasions he recognizes the right of 
a citizen who pays public school taxes, but 
chooses to send his children at his own ex- 
pense to private or parochial schools, to have 
absolute control over those schools. In short, 
if the parent educates his child it is not the 
business of the State where he does it. There- 
fore the Governor recommends that the pres- 
ent law be repealed and a new one enacted in 
bärmony with his views. : 

The first half of this prayer will be granted. 
The Democrats will fall over one another in 
their eagerness to get the Edwards law off the 
statute books. It is by no means certain, how- 
ever, that they will replace it by another and 
an unobjectionable law. It may be that they 
will reach the conclusion that itisan assault 
on the parental rights of Illinoisans to make 
them send their children to school if they do 
not want to, and that it would be an assault 
on the constitutional rights of truants to 
make them goto school even if their parents 
wished them to. If the Democratic majority 
has the interests of the community at heart it 
will take Gov. Fifer’s sound advice and pass 
the kind of law he recommends. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION IN THE LEGIS- 
LATURE. 

Judge Altgeld and the Democratic candi- 

dates and orators during their campaign in 

this State, while declaring against the Ed- 


, wards compulsory education law, which they 


made the principal issue of the campaign, de- 
clared at the same time that they were in 
favor of the principle of compulsbry educa- 


tion and asserted that they wanted a law en-. 


acted which would give effect to that prin- 
ciple, but which. should not interfere with 
parental rights. The Democratic leaders 
seem to have forgotten their pledges already. 
At the Democratic Senatorial caucus in 
Springfield Tuesday Senator Thiele, a 
German Democrat of the Cahensley school, in- 
troduced a resolution in favor of the uncond1- 
tional repeal of the Edwards law. The reso- 
lution, which made no suggestion of a com- 
pulsofy law to take the place of the one which 
it is proposed to repeal, was adapted unani- 
mously. The intimation of Senators O’Con- 
or and Arnold that it would be well to in- 
troduce a substitute bill at the same time as 
the repealing bill was disregarded and three 
Senators of tho ruling Egyptian faction on 
the Democratic side—Leeper, Brands, and 
Wall—declared themselves, apparently with 
the approval of their feliows, against com- 
pulsory education on principle. The German 
Lutherans, who helped to make those men the 
leaders of the majority in the General Assem- 
bly, perhaps are well pleased at the outcome. 
These German Lutherans are by training, 
tradition, and inheritance supporters of 
the - principle of compulsory education. 
They are not prepared now to embarrass such 
„Saviors of their parental rights as Altgeld, 
Wall, Brands, and Leeper. The Lutheran 
ministers may have some difficulty, however, 
in explaining the abandonment of their in- 
herited principles to the intelligent me nbers 
of their congregations. 


FREE TRADE ABSURDITIES. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal see un- 
able to distingvish the important dini nee 
between the sublime and the ridiculous in re- 
gard to protection to American industry. It 
says if an average rate of tax (on imports) of 
50 per cent will advance wages from $1 to 
$1.25 why notinvoke this miraculous power 
to the full and have a tax of 500 per cent, and 
thus raise the scale of American wages from 
$1.25 to 88.50 a day? It might witn just as 
good reason argue that because a certain 
quantity of food per day is necessary to the 
maintenance of the bodily system in health 
and strength therefore a man should be forced 
to eat two orthree times that quantity per 
diem. Tae Trisung has always een in 
favor of the moderate protection which may 
be compared to an insurance of sufficient 
food, and opposed to the excessive protection 
which would produce gluttony. It has favored 
a closing of the doors to an extent sufficient to 
keep out unwelcome intruders, but not the 
bricking up of doorways and wiadews which 
would transform the house into a prison. No 
one can truly deny that the protective system 
has built up labor in the United States, really 
increasing ite wage scale to the effective extent 
that the worker can spend more and still save 
more than he could have done in Europe after 
paying the lower prices current there for some 
of the things that are protected here. That 
fact is shown by a statement published in Tan 
Tarnung a few days ago, and which the 
Courier-Journal seems to find fault with. I 
is that in the first sixteen days of 
December. last money orders ageregat- 
ing about $1,600,000 were taken out 
by former immigrants to be sent to 
their kindred in the Old World. “The inher- 
ent right of a laborer to expend his wages to 
the best advantage” isa grandly sounding 
proposifion, but not one that can benefit the 


be could with the wages under the old one. It 


to give the protection which really benefits the 
vent wages inthis country from falling to 
about the European levol, in which case the 
average worker would have no money to spare 
for the aid of his less fortunate friends either 
abroad or at home. 


ELEVATING RAILROAD TRACKS. 

At the meeting of the Real Estate Board day 
before yesterday a resolution was adopted fa- 
voring the elevation or depression of steam 
railroad tracks. One of the metbers in dis- 
cussing the subject said: 

It would not be best either for the public or the 
roads that this elevation or be com- 
menced in 1893, but the roads should be com- 
pelled to choose d this year whether they 
elevate or depress, notify the city authorities 
of their choice, and, if the roads took no action 
within a reasonable time, the city should deter- 
mine the matter for them, or it might easily, by 
proper penalties, compel the roads to make 
ehvice, and then in 1894 the work could be begun. 

There is infinitely more common sense in 


yee ; 
this proposition than there is in the ordinauce 


now before the Council which says that the 
roads must elevate their trachs and gives them 
five years, during which time the city must 
remain inactive, to make up their minds what 
they will do. As it is certain that track ele- 
vation cannot be secured, except in a few 
cases, without a legal contest, the sooner the 
matter gets into the courts the better. 

Before beginning the proceedings tHe city 
should be sure of its ground. In spite of what 
railroad lawyers say to cheer up their clients, 
there is no question that the city has the 
power to force the railroads to make the 
crossings safe and give the people the use of 
their streets, all the expense to be borne by 
the roads. But where there are several ways 
of doing that, all equally effective but one 
costing more than the others, a Council cannot 
force a road to adopt the most expensive one. 
If it does the courts will not sustain it. There- 
fore, before trying to compel a given road to 
elevate its tracks, the city must find out first 
whether in that particular case some other 
metbod may not be as effective and cheaper. 
lf so it should urge that method upon the 
road. The question is an engineering as well 
as a legal one and has to be studied with great 
care, for a blunder means long delays. 


THE NORTH CAROLINA LYNCHING. 

Lynch law in the South at last has borne 
bitter fruit. The functions of law were 
usurped by a mob at Bakersville, N. C., which 
took three prisoners out of the hands of the 
authorities and lynched them. The defiance 
of law, however, was not carried out without 
astubborn resistance, The Sheriff and his 
little posse defended the prisoners stoutiy, and 
did not succumb until the gallant Sheriff him- 
self had been killed ard twenty or more on 
both sides met the same fate. It is some little 
compensation that both the leaders of the mob 
were killed by the bullets of the posse. 

The astonishing feature of this bloody and 
disgraceful business is that while there were 
a few moonshiners in the mob it was largely 
com posed of *‘ respectable citizens of Mitchell 
County, who had become sick aud tired of the 
way things had been done in that county as 
regarded criminals.”’ Even if this be true, 
they cannot be any more sick or any more 
tired than the people of the whole country are 
at the way things are done in the whole South 
where criminals are concerned. Last year, 
while seventy-eight persons were han ged 200 
were lynched in the Southern States. The 
figures tell theirown story of Jax laws, in- 
competent State officers, eontem pt for courts, 
and paralyzed justice. At Bakersville the 
case was still aggravated. The mob not 
only murdered three prisoners bet also mur- 
dered the Sheriff and at least twelve of his 
assistants, who were doing their duty under 
the law. A stern responsibility now rests 
upon the Governor of North Carolina. It is 


clearly bis duty mot only to restore law and. 


order in Mitchell County, to fill the place of 
the murdered Sheriff ‘and reéstablish the 
authority of law, but to arrest the 
guilty parties ‘in this business and 
bring them to punishment. Otherwise ho 
must acknowledge that the law is no longer 
binding in that county and Sheriffs and courts 
might as well be removed as a useless expense 
to the community. As matters are now run 
they are a farce. 


THE APPORTIONMENT SCHEME. 

In furtherance of their scheme to deprive 
Chicago and Cook County of their fair repre- 
sentation under the apportionment to be made 
by the present General Assembly the Bour- 
bon Demovrats from Southern Illinois, who 
take their inspiration from St. Louis, have 
captured the organization of the Senate. They 
propose to appoint committees on apportion- 
ment which will give more thun the proper 
number of representatives at Springfield and 
at Washington to Sofithern IUinois, and it 
has been asserted, and not denied, that Col, 
Morrison and his lieutenants are concerned in 
the scheme, if not prime movers in it, To 
give more than its due share of representation 
to the Egyptian region it will be necessary to 
deprive Chicago and Cook County of their 
rights. And yet two Senators from this 
county, Thiele and Salomon, have joined the 
St. Louis combination! Perhaps this is in 
the interest of Democracy, however, and they 
may justify themselves on political grounds. 
But what do their constituents think about 
their actions? It may be that in view of the 
narrow majority which the Democrats have in 
the House the Republicans may be able yet 
to thwart the Egyptian plot against Chicago. 
With the aid of a few Democrats who may be 
brave and honest enough to resist the St. 
Louis-inspired bossism of the Egyptian Bour- 
bons they may be able to secure fair repre- 
sentation for the northern section of the 
State. That will mean seven Congressional 
Districts for Cook and Lake Counties and 
sixteen Senatorial Districts for Cook alone.

of the Passenger Agreement. 

While the year 1892 was a period of com- 
paratively small railway construction it was not 
marked by a corresponding decrease in the 
number of insolvent railways which were 
brought to the auction block or which de- 
faulted in their obligations and were placed 
in the hands of receivers. On the contrary, 
the results of overbuilding and rate wars in 
previous years continue to be exhibited 
in the annual record of railway bankruptcies, 
and the process of wiping out capital invested 
in the construction of railways, especially in 
regions where they were most needed for the 
development of the country, goes on with no 
end in sight, It appears from records com- 
piled by the Railway Age that in 1892 there 
were sold under foreclosure twenty-eighé rail- 
ways having an aggregate mileage of 1,922 
miles and an apparent capitali —bonds 
and stocks —of $95,898,000, 

While the number of roads is larger than in 
the previous year it is some encouragement to 
find that the mileage and capitalization show 
alarge decrease, compgred with the three 
preceding years, from which it might be 
thought that foreclosure sales would - eventu- 
ally cease were it not for the unusual recora 
of new insolvencies. 

The bankrupt lines are widely distributed 
through the country, their headquarters being 
in fifteen different States. Of the twenty- 
eight roads four belong to Texas, three to Ore- 

on, three to New York, and two each to New 

ersey, Pennsylvania, Florida, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Georgia, while Rhode 
Island, Maryland, West Virginia, Illinois, 
Iowa, and Washington each have one. No 
important fine is in this year’s mortality ta- 
ble, the largest in point of mileage being the 
Florida Southern, with 307 miles and a capi- 
talization of atout $5,500,000, while the larg- 
est in respect to liabilities is the uacompleted 
Oregon Pacific, whose 166 miles represent se- 
curities aggregating nearly $20,000,000. The 
narrow gauge continue to swell the 
number of failures, there being five of that 
class in this year’s sales. 

Much more alarmmg than the record of 
foreciosures is that of railway insolvencies. It 
is found that in the last twelve months no less 
than thirty-six companies, having 10,508 miles 
of road and represen tne igivus capi- 
talization of neari „ have defau 
ed and been placed in hands’ of receivers. 

This appalling methe@d of bankruptcy owes 
its magnitude largely to collapse of the 
great . — Tormin 1 12 1 
with it companies representing miles o 
road and over 5155, 000,000 of nominal capital- 
ization. If that gigantic failure had not oc- 
cu the year’s total of receiverships would 
not have been half so large. 


MINNESOTA LAW TO BE CHANGED, 


Important Recommendations Made by the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Jan. 5.—| Special. ]—In a 
supplemental report the Railroad Commission 
of the State recommend certain changes in 
the existing laws with a view to bringing the 
State law into greater harmony with the inter- 
State act of 1887. The commission states 
so far as the law undertakes to regulate und 
control the elevators and warehouses at ter- 
minal pointsin Minneapolis and Duluth it 
has generally been inoperative. This is due 
to the fact that there are only two public ele- 
vators at these points, both of which are 
located in Minneapolis. The commission be- 
lieves some change must be made in the law. 

The comniission calls attention to an in- 
creased demand for the country warehouses 
on the railroad rights of way, which for the 
most part is refused. by the railroads. It is 
unable to offer any relief. A draft of two laws 
was submitted. first is an act providing 
for the construction of sidetracks switches 
upon the right of way ot railroad companies 
to elevators, warehouses, mills, and mavufac- 
tomes. The second wan act to regulate the 
warehousing and handling of grain in all ele. 
vators and grain houses located on any right 
of way in this State other than that im the 
cities of Minneapolis, Duluth, and St. Paul. 

This last act will bring all graia warehouses 
located on the right of way under the control 
and supervision of the com mission, 


Revision of Passenger Agreement.

Parting of Mr. Yerkes’ Cable Causes Two 
Hours’ Delay in Traffic. 


The recording angel heard a good many 
“swear words, and as many wishes that the 
North Side might have a few L“ roads, or 
anything but the cable system, yesterday 
morning. A gmpman on a south-bound 
Clark street car failed to raise the grip tackle 
at the proper time while rounding the corner 
at Illinoia street and La Salle avenue at 8 a.

Two of our men, named rand Hogan, 
were extending the service pipe in the vault,“ 
said he to a reporter for Tun Tursunz. 
Keyser in handling the fitting allowed the 
gas to escape. It ran along tne wall overhead 
until it encountered a burning gas jet a con- 
siderable distance away. That ignited it and the 
flame ran back to the pipe. Keyser was badly 
burned. He was panic-stricken, dropped his 
tools, and ran. The Fire Department broke 
a hoie through the area wall and turned their 
hose on all the fire they saw, includ 
huge jet of burning gas. When the flame 
was extinguished the gas rushed into the vault. 
In due course of time it was mixed with air in 
the provortio.s that made an explosive mixt- 
ure, and the second explosion followed.

HOW THE BOHEMIA LOST THE UMBRIA. 


Story of the Former’s Passengers on the 
Breaking of the Towing Hawser. 

Hamsure, Jan. 5.—Upon the arrival here 
today of the Hamburg-American line steamer 
Bohemia wnterviews were had with several 
persons aboard of it in regard to its attempt 
to tow the disabled Cunard liner Umbria and 
the report that the towing hawser had been 
cut on board the Bohemia. Everybody on 
board the steamer emphatically denied that 
the hawser was cut. They say that the weather 
was fairly calm when -the steel hawser 
and several other lines fram the Bohemia 
were made fast on boardythe Umbria. The 
Bohemia then forged ahead with the Cunard 
liner in tow, but in the evening a violent storm 
setin. Both vessels pitched heavily anu the 
strain upon the towing lines was tremendous. 
At 10 o’clock at night it was snowing heavily 
and at that hour the starboard line 
and the port hawser parted. The breaks were 
not close in-board, but a considerable 
distance from the Bohemia. Many feet of the 
hawser were left trailing astern when the 
break occurred, and this fact effectually dis- 
proves the statement that the hawser was cut 
on board the Bohemia. When the lines part- 
ed the Bohemia stopped and sign re- 
peatedly to the Umbria, but no answer was 
received. Whendaylight broke the sea was 
closely scanned for the Umbria, but no sign 
of it could be seen. The Bohemia, therefore, 
proceeded on its voyage.

The furnace doors are so 
arranged that they cannot be entirely closed. 
Two of the furnace openings are equipped 
with McGuiness doors which tilt back on a 
These are propped open four or five 
inches and the firemen have orders to open 
them wider when fresh fuel is added 
to the fire. A bridge wall crown 
similar to that adopted by the Phenix 
Furnace company is used. On top of the wall 
a series of loop-holes is made with ftirebrick. 
As the fame and gases sweep over the bridge 
wall they are combed through these loop- 
holes.

possibilities under such an assemblage of advan- 
tageous conditions, and yet leave room for doubt 
as to like results when sought to be attained under 
the dissimilar state of things found at Toledo. 
The phenomenal resylts in complete combustion 
observed in Chicago are due more to the powerful 
induced draft through chimneys of extraordinary 
height than to any peculiar form or detail of 
furnace construction, and hence it may not be 
out of place to suggest in this connection the use 
of a powerful suction or exhaust fan connecting 
the smoke-jacket with the chimney flue, and the 
air to support combustion admitted ia a restricted 
way through numerous small openings into the 
ash-pit under the grates, or else more directly 
into thé fire chamber, which arrangement 
may to a degree, at least, compensate for 
the absence of more pretentious and costiy ap- 
pliances in vogue in this city. It would seem that 
no universal or infallible panacea has as yet been 
suggested, or at least put into operative condi- 
tion, to cure the evil. am impressed with the 
belief that certain details of construction must be 
incorpora into every furnace and such as I 
have not seen exemplified in a worki way in 
Chicago or elsewhere before the proper degree of 
success in the economical use of coal or the total 
prevention of smoke can be attained.

The board created and commissioned by the 
State to collect and compile statistics relating to 
lahor. for the informa of the General Assembly 
be public, will submit to you, as the result of 


women of Chicago. Tais interesting field of in- 
quiry has been intelligently and carefully ex- 
plored, and much exact’ information has been 
gathered concerning the part which women take 
in the industrial and business life of that city. 
The theme is full of suggestion, and it is becom- 
ing in the General Assembly to take cognizance 
of any disabilities which women and girls may 
suffer who are driyen by their necessities to daily 
labor in factories ‘and shops. The time is ripe for 
a general law restricting the amount of daily 
labor which may be exacted of women and chil- 
dren, and governing the construction and inspec- 
tior of the buildings in whicb they are emyloyed. 

In pursuing this investigation attention has 
also been directed to the so-called ‘sweating sye- 
tem which has recently, assumed conspicuous 
proportions in the cloak and clothing trade of 
Chicago. The facts in regard to the character, 
the extent, and the effects of this method of em- 
ploying men and women have been obtained by a 
thorough canvass of the districts where it pre- 
vails, and they will afford an intelligent basis for 
any legislative action which the circumstances 
may demand. 

The integrity and impartiality which have 
characterized the reports of this board fully justi- 
fy not only the esteem in which they are held as 
trustworthy sources of information, but equally 
the wisdom of the General Assemblies of the past 
in creating and maintaining the office. 

The rights and interests of our laboring people 
should be guarded with scrupulous fidelity by

The 
regulations adopted by the board for the conduct 
of traffic of Southern cattlewhich bear the germs 
of the much dreaded splen or Texas fever have 
been constantly and faithfylly enforced, result- 
ing incomplete,immunityte the cattle of our 
State from the ravages of this disease. 
Native Stock Cattle. 


One of the chief benefits resulting from the en- 
forcement of these regulad s bas been the in- 
creased trade in native steck cattle during the 
summer months, since the feeders can purchase 
such cattle from the stock-yards of the State with 
the assurance that they have not been exposed to 
the contagion of Texas-fevir. The efforts of the 
board to exterminate glandrs among animals of 
the equine species has bem unceasing, and the 
record of the last year is etidence that the work 
of the board in this direc has been effective. 
During the year closing t. 31, 1891. 137 gland- 
ered animals were destroyed; in 1892 121 were de- 
stroyed. A rigid inspectionhas been maintained 
at the Stock-Yards at Gieago and East St. 
Louis, and through these «gencies 3,359 diseased 
animals have been quarattined, and on being 
slaughtered the carcasses were rendered into 

srroduct unfit for food. Ip this way our people 
— been protected from ting meat from these 
diseased animals, It is rthy of note that in 
1891 but 15 per cent and in 1882 but 13% per cent 
of these diseased animals were originally from 
Illinois, the balance being imported from other 
States.

The charitable institutions of this State are 
eleven in number. They consist of the Northern 
insane Hospital at Elgin, with an average at- 
tendance of 905; the Eastern Insane Hospital at 
Kankakee, with an average attendance of 1,703: 
the Central Insane Hospital at Jacksonville, with 
an average attendance of 1,079; the Southern In- 
sane Hospital at Anna, with an average attend- 
ance of 802; the Asylum of Insane Criminals at 
Chester, opened recently, with an average attend- 
ance of 51; the Institation for the Deaf and Dumb 
at Jacksonville. with an aver attendance of 
373; the Institution for the Blind at Jacksonville, 
with an average attendance of 162; the Asylum 
for Feeble-Minded at Lincoln, with an average 
attendance of 485; the Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home

Stocks Were Heavy—A Strong Advance in 
Provisions the Notable Feature of the 


Local Speculative ‘Produce Markets— 

Outsiders Investing Freely—Grain De- 

pressed by the Government Figures 

Wheat the Only One Closing at Bottom 
The question as to what the dividend on North 
Chicago Street railroad stock will be has been 
answered. The directors met yusterday and de- 
clared a quarterly dividend of 2% per cent, pay- 
able Jan. 16 to stockholders of record Jan. 7. This 
is equivalent to an annual rate of 11 per cent. and 
is about what has been during the last 
two or three days. For some time confident pre- 
dictions were made by the bulls on this stock that 
the dividend would be raised to 12 per cent, but 
of late that opinion bas not been so confidently 
held and there were some who even declared that 
no advance would be made at all. The effect of 


this increase in the dividend rate is not likely to 


be great so far as market quotations are con- 
cerned, for it is so nearly what has been gener 
expected by the traders that their action 
likely to be influenced by it. 

The market for the street railroad stocks was 
——— ‘weak yesterday. North Side stock 

closed Wednesday at 279% for the accoant. The 
ing yesterday was at 279, and it declined

Now 
that the dividend problem of the North Chicago 
Street railroad company been solved 
overators will look forward with much in- 
terest to the action taken in regard to 
new issues of stock at the annual meetings of the 
two companies, which will be held next Tuesday. 
It any one outside of President Yerkes has defi- 
nite knowledge of what will be proposed they 
are k+eving the information well to themselvés. 
Operators in general have but little idea what 
action will be taken. The general impression is 
that the North Side stock will be increased by 
either $500,000 or $1,000,000, and of late the weight 
of opinion has been on the side of the smaller in- 
crease. A $2,000,000 increase is generally expected 
for the West Side company.
